An .American scientist has dis¬ 
covered a new race of people in the 
fastnesses of -Alaska, and he found 
that.they were a singularly moral 
and hajipy people, but that they are 
gradually dying out. Then he iidds 
this significant statement: “It is to 
be ho|>ed for their sakts tJiat tl.'ey 
die out before the white traders go 
to them.

Almost 
unconsciously the scientist indicts 
the present system of society. The 
present system- is poison and con-1 
lamination to the- virtues, and there I 
is such a rc<»gnition of the faa, 
even if vague, that sympathy goes 
oti to a discovered race that is pure 
in its habits, but which in all prob¬ 
ability is soon to be overtaken by 
our civilized rottenness and im¬ 
moral greed.

Ten years ago 
such an item of news would have 
liad no mcaping, yet now motion 
pictures are on all skies of ns. His¬ 
tory today is being written in mov¬ 
ing pictures. We do not have to 
[depend on the illustrated wedclies 
and monthlies to give us glimpses 
of the world's happenings. We can 
see them in action, almost as if We 
stood looking on in person. This 
is an age of marvels, and all these 
increasing agencies of informing 
the people are preparing them- for 
the long-drawn-out revolt against 
the capitalist system, which will 
bring upon the stage of life the otv 
operative commonwealth, with its 
joy and life for all members of so- 
dty. 

No wonilcr the British Tory 
press was in a frenzy because Com¬ 
rade Keir Hardie. of the British 
rarlianient, visited India on his 
way around the world. Now it de¬ 
velops that Hardie's -visit was pro¬ 
ductive of the formation of a So¬ 
cial-Democratic party in India. The 
Tory press tried to make it appear 
that Hardie's mi.ssion wa.< to stir 
up an insurrection. British rule

The financial 
interest.-, arc in di tress and tlic guv- 
criimcnt turns over its treasury to 
help the financiers out, and the 
financiers are called in to hcli> 
write the president’s iiKssagc. On 
the other liand. ail over the conntry 
the working people are in distress, 
and ihtr governnicnt treats them to 
evictions, jails, and the dismember¬ 
ment of llieir fanplies throiigli 
the cold, glittering charity institu¬ 
tions. A woman in Alilwaukec 
committed suicide two days ago. 
Her luisband had left her, her chil¬ 
dren had been taken away from her 
by the “kind-hearted" stale, and 
•tlien her baby, that made it so hard 
for her to keep empJoyetl, was also 
tom from her and committed. 
She struggled on a while longer 
and then lost heart and swallowed 
carbolic acid, a most horrible form 
of self-destruction. There was no 
government treasury to help such 
a despairing, deserving human life. 
But tliere was plenty to help Wall 
Street speculators! Unilcr capi¬ 
talism the cheapest thing is hunun 
life. On the pitiful life history of 
the woman-wc have just referr^ to 
a Dickens could write a story that 
would make the world shudder, and 
.yet such arc the ideals of social 
justice today that the woman could 
go to her death like an outcast or 
a felon, and no protest is heard, 
and government is only concerned 
with the annoyance and expense 
this woman has brought upon it in 
the disposition of her lifeless clay. 

The Telegraphers’ strike has 
prartirally reaclietl an end. In this, 
as in practically every other strike, 
the company starved the men into 
submission. TIk'v stuck out like 
heroes but the odds were over- 
wliclmingly against them. The 
rich cormorants were better pro¬ 
visioned for a siege than they were, 
although working people are the 
real wealth makers. All such strug¬ 
gles .bring out the faults of the 
present organization of the work¬ 
ing class and point to the ways for 
m^ing that organization more ef¬ 
fective. When a strike is merely 
a grim test of endurance between 
fat pocketbooks and empty stom¬ 
achs it is in no way an equal con¬ 
test. Yet the Telegraphers' strike 
has not been in vain. For H has 
forced a vast number of men to 
consider the political side of the 
struggle of the working class for 
emancipation. Capiulism does not 
win such contests, even if it for the 
moment imagines that it does. For 
such strikes are merely transferred 
from the economic to the political 
battlefield. They simply force I 
labor to change weapons.

Berlin, Oct. as.—Onlcry begins to 
be heard amona the Icsders of the 
conservative military press against 
the publication of the sordid details of 
the Moltke-Hafoen trial 'TTiey 
clamor for the caclnsion of the press 
from the eonrtroom.

The United Stales Supreme Court has not yet spoken on tU* 
question. But it need not be feared that it will hud the tra^ unioM. 
to be "unlawful conspiracies." The old judges of the United Slalea 
Supreme Court arc practical politiciaiu enough to know that hy sucti 
a condemnation thev could not put Ihe labor organizationa out ol bnei.''t 
ness. Therefore they wilt not attempt it, no matter how much thetd " 
“judicial conscioice” may prick them. But to paral 3 rze, to cripgig 
them—that they may always be trusted to do, and the opportunity fo 
very convenient. 

The qiMtion of the legality of the trades unions will come Ifaa 
fore the United States Supreme Court in the case of a boycott. 

Of course a boycott in an "un-American" insthutioa. Why? Be. 
cause the first act of the Americans in their fight for indi^ietidenoe wM 
the hfatoric boycott in Boston ajninst taxed lea. And, moreover,.llgi 
cause that boycott was enforced by very illegal sod violent nMMwSMk 

And yet the boycott is supposed to be "un-Aiaericaa’’ - Pu— gk 
isn't it? 

A Yankee judn in Connecticut has brought the boycott nndew . 
the Sherman act. His deefaioa will now come before the UnitctI 
States Supreme Cfourt for confirmation.

Now, whether our Supreme Court will rise to the height of t8a 

German Imperial Court, the "Reichs Gericht," which dNiared the 
simple boycott permi^ible, remains to be seen. 

Of course, that Imperial Court had nothing to do with a Shermaa ... 
law. which is an absurdity and an anachronism. 

It is thus not at all settled that the United States Srareme Courf 
will decide to treat the ‘labor trust" like other tru.sts. _The Supreme 
Court will prctebly straddle and bridge over this decision with some 
splitting of hairs as in the question whether the “constitution foOowa 
the flag." ' 

So be it! .

The outfit was obliged to listen 
to a Tninorttv' report submitted by 
Director Welch, and while Secre¬ 
tary Harbach was reading it th^' 
squirmed around very uneasily in 
dtetr seatt, particularly' Supt. 
Pearse. 

After Director Mowry had 
moved the adoption of the majority 
report Dtrecior Weldi moved to 
substitute the minority report for 
that of the majorit)'. 

"Let it be understood." said 
Director Welch, “that I am not 
pleading the cause of hfr. Tiefen- 
I thaler, but of the whole teaching 
I force of tte city of Milwaukee. It 
has come to such a "ass that a 
I teacher no Ibngerjdaces express an 
individual opinion. Formerly each 
I principal had charge of his particu- 
Ur school and was personally held 
responsible for the proper discharge 
of his duties, but under the present 
administration the principals are 
treated like so many children. Their 
places might just as well be filled 
by stenographers, for they are 
merely acting as clerks. Mr. 
Pearse has preferred charges 
against Mr. Tiefenthaler. It is cus¬ 
tomary in cases like this to permit 
the defense to have witnesses sum¬ 
moned. You have denied this right 
to Mr. Tiefenthaler. In fact, you 
have treated him with much less 
consideration than is usually ac¬ 
corded a prisoner in a criminal 
court." 

He likened the administration of 
the Milwaukee ptiblic schools to the 
government of Russia, and charged 
that as a result of this misrule a 
feeling of general dissatisfaction 
(irevails among the teaching force 
that threatens to disrupt the whole 
system. 

"Von expect the teachers to teach 
the lihauties of free govemroent,** 
said he, “while they are deprived I 
of their ftwn-'PeWtoindvIfee^.’'. 

Director Welch accused Qiair- 
ntan Mowry of the oommittee of 
having arrogated to himself worki 
that properly -bekinged to the com¬ 
mittee. 

Mowry attempted to excuse him¬ 
self by saying that he was trying 
to expedite matters. 

All through the whole proceed¬ 
ings Mowry acted as if he were un¬ 
der orders, and the Pearse outfit 
would have far to seek to find a 
more pliant tool. At the same time 
he is so Impelessly dull that one 
can see with the ludced eye whose 
collar he wears. 

,When Director Welch accused 
Mowry of "having purposely ebn- 
spired to prevent the summooingf of 
witnesses,' he strenuously denied the 
charge.

Welch’s Minority Report. 

To the Board of School Directofi 

of Ihe City of Milnvukee'— 

Ladies and Centlemen: 

The undersigned, the minority of 
the special investigatng oomffiiltec 
appointed by your honorable body 
to investigate the matter of the 
dropping of Pancratiiu Tiefen¬ 
thaler from the list of principals of 
the Milwaukee schools, dissents 
from the opinion of ^hc majority 
and submits the following for your 
consideratk>n; 

First—The majority reports that 
the committee held two f’uhlic hear¬ 
ings (meaning, presumably, hco 
public meetings of the one so-called 
hearing). By a peculiar oversight 
the majority fails to report that the 
committee aI.so held ttro executive 
meetings, at the first of which, for 
reasons unknown to the minority of 
your committee, efforts were made 
to so limit Ihe scope of the investi¬ 
gation as to practically suppress it 
entirely: and at the second execn- 
tive meeting an atempt was made to 
limit the investigation to the con- 
sideraiton of two letters written at 
the request of Gtairman Mowry, 
by Su]rt. Pearse and Mr. Tiefen-- 
thaler, respectively. 

Second-—At the first open meet¬ 
ing ' held by. j^r committee, the 
superintendent of schools was in¬ 
structed to make written charges 
against Mr. Tiefenthaler and to 
furnish the committee with the 
ntings of Mr. Tiefenthaler. After 
considerable delay, the superin¬ 
tendent very reldctantly complied 
with the first request, but he utter¬ 
ly ignored the latter. 

Third—Without consulting the 
committee, Mr. Mowry wrote Mr. 
Tiefenthaler, requesting him to 
make answer to Mr. Pearse’t writ¬ 
ten charges, assuring him in effect 
that it was the detiie of the coni- 
mittee to give him a fair hearing. 
In a letter adressed to the com¬ 
mittee Mr. Tiefenthaler declined to 
make specific denial of the charges 
preferred by Mr, Pearse, and re¬ 
quested that the committee proceed 
with a public investigatian and that 
the secretary of the board he in¬ 
structed to reqn^t the'attendance. 
St the time .and place fix^ 'for the 
investigation, of such teachers and 
others now. employed by the board 
as were jn tl|e eq^lqy of .^h bpard 
during the };ew4()c^.and .the 
11^ of liatnes fUroishia'to thC' 
secretary by Mr. Tiefenthaler.'This 
Request was 'not granted by' the 
committee. 

Fourth—At the second public 
meeting Chairman Mowry read to 
the committee a document prepared 
by himsdf without the knowledge' 
of the ooounittee. in which he ren¬ 
dered three decisions, as follows:

THm' so-called detfisnns 
were appealed from, but the diair- 
man was suttaineid. The committee 
at once i^eeded t« . disregard iu 
pm action by permittii^ Mr.

"■■Any teacher or princi|ial who 
wishes to know the estimate put 
upon his work can gel the facts 
from the superintendent of schools 
at his office.

ci|ial will receive information to 
that effect" Not only did Mr. 
Tiefenthaler receive ik> notice of 
lieing rspecialty umalisfaelory. but 
when he caled at the office of the 
superintendent and asked to see his 
ratings his reque-i was refnsesl. 
This from Mr. Tearse's written 
statement to yonr emnmittec, in 
which he says .that "en))ics are not 
supplied to anyone ' Mr. Tiefen¬ 
thaler claims (and it has not l>een 
denied by Mr. Te:irsr) that liis 
ratings card wa- taken to Mr. 
rirumder’s offire' and sliown there 
for the purpose of jnsiifving 1iis 
action in deposing Mr.'I'icfcntiialcr. 

If this charge is tnie, Mr. IVarse 
thereby violated t-'e provisions of 
Section 3- of Article .KI. of the 
school board rule- .and at the same 
time exposed hit--elf to the sus¬ 
picion of having a> tnl iti had faith 
toward Mr. Ti't'enthalcr.

Pearse accused ditr. Ticfentlialer of 
having refusednf;' follow instruc¬ 
tions to give backward pupils a 
trial'in the nexflJiigher cla.ss “until 
they could sltowxv.hcihcr they were 
able to do the.ts!<rk or not." These 
instructions wei* given in Circu¬ 
lar No. Ca, daged ixt-T'f' 2. tooy— 
ttvo years after M'.

;eous state of thin^ 
existing in Niilwaukee County 'in 
connection' with the. selecting of 
juries is sFen at a gfance by any¬ 
one taking the trouble to look over 
the jury lists .which are being pro¬ 
vided for the conrls. Notwith- 
slafiding that workingmen are the 
preponderating majority in the 
community the effort is to have as 
few of them as possible on the 
juries—and there arc two imikiubt- 
cd reasons for this. One is that a 
gooil many graft or IkxmHc cases 
have to he tried in the courts due 
to capitalist party misnianagenicnt 
of Milwaukee, and workingmen are 
too unprejudiced and are Hkcly to 
furnish more justice than the graft 
fraternity care for. .A business 
man tixlay has all kinds of un.seen 
connections and business relations, 
and besides there is a tinge of graft 
to almost all business and his sym¬ 
pathies are likely to be unconscious¬ 
ly with the-graftcr. 55 o he is ike- 
ful on graft juries, as recent mis¬ 
carriages of justice in the Milwau¬ 
kee couns abundantly "proclaim. 
The other reason why workingmen 
are not wanted on juries is that 
workingmen's damage suits are 
quite plentiful in the courts and the 
factory lords want juries that will 
look at such matters from the em¬ 
ployers’ standpoint .
